In the absence of Forest Crawford, Acting President, the March 
14th meeting was called to order by Spencer Wolling, Treasurer. 
After introducing officers and making serveral announcements, 
Wolling brought up the subject of the new movie based on the Tra¬ 
vis Walton incident, "Fire In the Sky". Since many in the group 
had recently attended the premiere showing, a lively discussion 
took place with somewhat mixed review's. A great deal of interest 
w'as generated, and all in all the concensus was that it was an inter¬ 
esting movie and the acting was very well done. A footnote at the 
end of the movie stated that Travis Walton and his friends Mike 
and Dallas w'ere given another lie detector test in January of this 
year, and all have successfully passed the test again. 

In the next segment of the meeting, Frank Brow'n, Marshall for 
the UFOSG read headlines and updated members on UFO related 
articles that appear in current issues of the checkout counter pa¬ 
pers. While mostly tongue-in-cheek, some of the articles occasion¬ 
ally contain a modicum of truth. 

Wolling opened the floor for sharing time, during which several 
members and guests spoke of their experineces, one of w hich con¬ 
cerned an elongated red/orange light that appeared in the sky seen 
by a guest who lives in the Pontoon Beach area in Illinois. She felt 
this light might actually be over the Troy area, but it was difficult 
to judge distance. In the six minutes or so that she watched it, it 
made several moves in a step-like pattern. She decided to try to 
take a picture of it and got her camera, but when she stepped out¬ 
side to take the picture, the light was gone. 

Another lady told of some friends of hers who w'ere driving be¬ 
tween Dallas and San Antonio when they saw an unususal triangu¬ 
lar shaped object with windows around the bottom edge. They 
said they could see people inside at the windows because the ob¬ 
ject w'as fairly close to them. No missing time was involved. 

After a brief refreshment break, Wolling introduced David 
Rapp, the Missouri Chief Field Investigator for MUFON, who was 
our speaker for this meeting. Rapp went through some of the most 
recent reports and said that it seems most of the reports are now' 
coming out of the Springfield, MO area.

There were a lot of sightings in 1992 in the 
Northview area, and it was reported that some of the 
lights followed cars at very close range. At least 
four different typos of craft have been sighted. One 
was reported as being football shaped with lights 
around the edge. Another craft that passed over a 
car and a power line was boomerang shaped. In an¬ 
other sighting, a 50 year old woman who woi! s in a 
nursing home ’(’ported seeing a rectangular craft 
which upset her very much when it came close to 
her car. She reportedly said that "they” knew every¬ 
thing about her and she never felt so exposed in her 
life before, because they knew her every thought. 
She said the craft had windows but she could not 
make herself really look hard at it because they 
could read her thoughts. Others reported seeing tri¬ 
angular shaped craft. 

Rapp read articles about a number of cases cov¬ 
ered by John Carpenter in various newsletters. 
Most of the sightings reported were of unusual 
lights in the sky. There were also 11 cattle mutila¬ 
tions reported in Missouri in 1992, mostly in the 
Northview area. Unmarked black helicopters were 
reportedly seen in the Springfield and Webster 
County area following some of these mutilations. 

In July 1992, a number of witnesses in Marsh¬ 
field, Missouri reported seeing a large ball of light 
in the sky, which separated as they watched into 
twelve smaller balls of light, which then flew off in 
formation. 

A very recent case (February 1993) involved a pi¬ 
lot and his wife who reported a disc hovering over 
their yard in Webster County. Their dog started 
barking at 5:30 a.m., which alerted them. The dog 
again started barking the next morning at 5:30 a.m., 
but because her husband had gone out of town, the 
lady was fearful and didn't want to look out the win¬ 
dow by hcrsel f. 

A Webster County woman was driving alone on a 
rural road five miles north of Marshfield when her 
attention was drawn to a large red light in the north- 
w'est sky at treetop level. She pulled over to the 
side of the road to watch the light and as she did so 
the light became discernable as an object, and 
dropped slowly behind the trees and out of sight. 
She described the object as being oval shaped and 
approximately 60 feet long, about a quarter of a 
mile away. 

It was also reported that in May or June of 1992 
there was a skywatch with about 20 or 30 people. 


One of the women was sitting on the tailgate of a 
truck with people all around her, and she was sud¬ 
denly struck on the back of the head with some kind 
of electrical shock that knocked her to the ground, 
but nobody saw anything. She said she couldn't 
stop shaking for a while, and was unable to talk un¬ 
til later that evening. The only other report they had 
was that one other person that evening had seen a 
beam of light come down from the sky just a little 
before the other incident happened. 

There was also a sighting reported involving a 
salesman and two saleswomen, travelling South on 
1-44 from St. I^ouis to Springfield, on 9/20/92. Be¬ 
tween Sullivan and Bourbon they saw something in 
the distance that was like the Seattle (Washington) 
Space Needle. When they passed the object, it ap¬ 
peared to be a hovering disc with a beam of light 
coming down to the ground from it. The object was 
about 30 feet away from the interstate, and hovering 
about 75 feet off the ground. There were windows 
around the disc, and there were about 20 entities in¬ 
side. Some appeared to be doing things in the back¬ 
ground, and some appeared to be watching the traf¬ 
fic on the interstate. Interestingly, the three 
witnesses didn't talk about what they saw until three 
or four minutes after they passed the object. They 
said it was raining very lightly at the time, and other 
cars were just driving by and no one stopped for a 
closer look. After they discussed what they had 
seen, they simply forgot about the incident. T he 
next day the salesman was in a bookstore in Spring- 
field and coincidentally the subject came up while 
talking with the clerk in the bookstore about the 
UFO Conference in Springfield (being held during 
that time). At that point, he remembered that he had 
seen a UFO just the day before. He called the two 
salesladies that were in the car with him and they 
said, "That's right, we remember it now." This tem¬ 
porary loss of memory with unexpected returned 
memories triggered later is a strange phenomenon 
connected with UFO sightings - and it is often sur¬ 
prising and unsettleing for the witnesses. 

Rapp also reported on a case where three investi¬ 
gators went out to interview two men who had re¬ 
ported seeing UFO's and while they were being in¬ 
terviewed the two men began yelling "There it is, 
can't you see it?" None of the interviewers saw any¬ 
thing, only these two men, and while they took 
some token pictures they didn't get anything out of 
it. It is an interesting phenomenon that some wit¬ 
nesses can see UFO's while others in the same loca¬ 
tion can't see them. 

A number of handouts were distributed, and after 
a Q&A period, the meeting adjourned. 
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MOVIE REVIEW: 

EIRE IN TIIE SKY 

The much-awaited Paramount release of Fire In 
the Sky, based on the Travis Walton incident, is 
probably the most well-publicized and high-budget 
cinematic story of alien abduction yet released. It 
was apparently made with the cooperation of Travis 
Walton and his friends and family. D.B. Sweeney, 
who plays the role of Travis Walton in the film, 
manages to create a character that is a happy "aver¬ 
age guy" until a bizarre incident changes his life for¬ 
ever. He and members of his Arizona logging crew 
spot a large glowing object in the sky one evening, 
and when Walton gets out of the truck to investi¬ 
gate, he is knocked unconscious by a beam from the 
object. The other panicked loggers, believing Wal¬ 
ton to be dead, leave the scene - only to return a few 
moments later to find Walton gone. 

Robert Patrick, as Wslton's best friend Mike, de¬ 
livers a riveting performance as a man whose story 
of Walton's disappearence turns his entire town 
against him. James Garner, as an "outside" law¬ 
man called in to investigate, is the most hardened 
skeptic of Mike’s "extraterrestrial explanation." All 
the acting, under the direction of Ron Lieberman, is 
first-rate. 

Unfortunately, this is NOT a completely accurate 
account of the Travis Walton incident. Screenwriter 
Tracy Torme admitted in press releases that the sto¬ 
ry was embellished with fictional characters and de¬ 
tails from other abduction cases in order to create a 
more dramatic effect. A particularly irritating addi¬ 
tion (to lend, in Torme's words, a "David Lynch" 
quality to the film) was that of 2 intense, inept and 
insensitive UFO investigator characters that make 
Torquenada look passive in comparison. Sure 
would make me want to contact MUFON or another 
such organization if I were an abductee. 

In contrast, the law enforcement officeers are 
portrayed in a fairly realistic an sympathetic man¬ 
ner. (Case in point: though the local sherrif has a 
problem believing the stories of the loggers, he does 
not completely rule out the possibility that the sto¬ 
ries may be true.) Even James Gamer's character 
doesn't seem to overstep the bounds of what one 
might expect in terms of skepticism from a law offi¬ 
cer. 

The scenes of Walton's ordeal aboard the alien 
craft are embellished and graphic, and rightly earn 
the film a PG-13 rating. They also bear little simi¬ 
larity to the details of the experiences aboard the 


ship as originally reported by Walton. The ship's 
interior in the film is in keeping with recent science 
fiction films regarding alien ships and future cities - 
dark, dank and drippy; with cavities and membranes 
suggesting living tissue rather than architecture and 
furnishings. Though it seems that one must learn to 
roll with the punches and go with the trends, there is 
always the question of whether it should be done at 
the expense of an abductee's original report. 

Despite the liberties taken with the original Wal¬ 
ton account, the film is better written and acted than 
a lot of the UFO-related stories that have made it to 
the screen. The film has taken a lot of flak from 
UFOlogists recently (and considering that the film 
is billed as a true story, rightly so), but as long as 
you regard it as modern Hollywood feature enter¬ 
tainment, you shouln't be too disillusioned. If you 
haven't seen Fire In the Sky yet, do so - and form 
your own opinion. -- John Roppolo 



MIR SPACE STATION CELEBRATES 
SEVENTH ANNIVERSARY

MOSCOW (AP) - Russia's Mir space station cel¬ 
ebrates its seventh anniversary in orbit on Saturday 
and despite frequent repairs, it remains the pride of 
the former Soviet space program. The 130-ton Mir 
has given Russian cosmonauts enormous experience 
with extended periods in space. About a half-dozen 
cosmonauts have made multiple flights and spent a 
total of more than a year in orbit. No other country, 
including the United States, has that kind of experi¬ 
ence, said James Oberg, an American specialist on 
the former Soviet space program. The current two- 
man crew, Gennady Manakov and Alexander Po- 
leshchuk, is the 13th aboard the Mir. They relieved 
Anatoly Solvyov and Sergei Avdeyev, who re¬ 
turned to Earth on Feb. 1. The Mir was launched in 
February 1986 and is expected to continue operat¬ 
ing until 1996. Yuri Koptev, general manager of 
the Russian space Agency, told the ITAR-Tass 
news agency that a replacement, dubbed Mir-2, is 
being designed. A joint Russian-U.S. mission is 
tentatively scheduled for 1995. In exchange for al¬ 
lowing Americans aboard the Mir, Russians might 
fly in the U.S. space shuttle. The record stay aboard 
the Mir, at a single stretch, was 366 days by cosmo¬ 
nauts Vladimir Titov and Musa Manarov, ending in 
December 1988. Stays of a half-year are common.

Parapsychology Committee members meeting 
March 17 discussed Paramount’s movie based on 
the Travis Walton UFO abduction, "Fire in the 
Sky.” Focus was on changes in fact for cinematic 
mood and psychological effects. The producer’s re¬ 
sponse "This is not a documentary" was not accept¬ 
able to many members. 

Parapsychology Committee discussion then 
touched on "Group UFO Abductions" more than 10 
year s ago. Several people of both sexes were simul¬ 
taneously attracted to an isolated cabin many times. 
From there they were taken aboard an apparently 
extraterrestrial vehicle. Sex - human to human and 
small grays forcibly with humans - seemed to be the 
objective of the mind controlled meetings and ab¬ 
ductions. According to the TV documentary which 
will be shown at the April 20 Parapsychology Meet¬ 
ing, some abductces began to remember and report 
the experiences. Then contact was cut off. 

"The Search for SETI" by Frank Drake poses in¬ 
teresting questions such as, "Have advanced extra¬ 
terrestrials achieved immortality?” Nevertheless 
despite the fact that current equipment can measure 
multiple millions of "space signal" frequencies and 
locate their sources - his hypotheses far exceed con¬ 
temporary technology. 

Later, video clips from the "Sightings" series 
were shown. "Monsters" suggested that President 
Teddy Roosevelt, hunting in the Rocky Mountains, 
chased a "Big Foot" into a hunter's camp where one 
man was killed and another injured. 

In Griswold, C'T, several bodies of tuberculosis 
victims buried in the late 1800's were exhumed and 
studied by Naval pathologists. Their bodies had 
been mutilated by relatives who believed ill people 
who coughed up blood were "vampires” who would 
comr back to harm others. 

"Haunted Lives” explored the lighter side of 
"Ghost Busting." One case involved a tavern owner 
who apparently returned to straighten table settings 
and put coins in the correct cash register drawers. 

The next meeting, 7:30 p.m., April 21 at Schroed- 
er's home will feature a report by Walter Palmer of 
South American UFOIogist Hunecus’ biography of 
Major Donald Keyhoe. "The Group Abductions" 
video w ill also be shown. 


NEAR COLLISION 

As it flew over southeast England, a commercial 
Boeing 707 narrowly missed colliding with a UFO, 
according to an official report from London air traf¬ 
fic controllers. 'The near accident occurred last 
year. 

As he helped maneuver the 707's descent over 
London's Gatwick Airport, the co-pilot saw a 
"black, lozenge-like object" 500 meters ahead, at 
the same level. 

"Within a space of 1.5 seconds it passed very 
close, less than 100 yards away, dowui the port side 
of the aircraft and only 30 feet above the wing," he 
is quoted as saying in the report. 

The sighting was quickly reported to the air traf¬ 
fic controllers, who spotted a small radar target be¬ 
hind the airliner, and later tracked the UFO as it 
headed southeast. 

The report added, "No impact or disturbance was 
felt on the aircraft and no damage was found during 
a post flight inspection. 'The pilot assesed the risk 
of collision as high."
